Washington, November 4.—(Special.) 
The opposition of the Arkansas bank- 
ers to the plan under which it is pro- 
loan the $135,000,000 cotton 
pool has been met and overcome by 
officials of the treasury department, 
who explain that it was based upon a 
misunderstanding of the scheme. The 
same is true of criticism from a Phil- 
adelphia bank, which took the position 
that class A subscribers to the fund 
were not sufficiently protected. 

The returns up to date have been ex- 
ceedingly gratifying to W. P. G. Hard- 
ing and Paul M. Warburg, the local 
members of the committee which will 
administer this big fund. Bankers gen- 
erally are approving the idea. 

It is probable that the small farmer 
will not. avail himself of this fund, 
but the larger farmers will do so. The 
scheme contemplates an advance of 6 
cents a pound, or $80 a bale, on cot- 
ton stored in warehouses. In addition 
to paying 6 per cent interest, the bor- 
rower must deposit a sum equal to 3 
per cent of the loan to cover the cost 
of administration. The surplus in this 
fund will be returned when the loan 
pool is finally dissolved. 

The small farnrer will probably pre- | 
fer to sell his cotton outright for what, 
he can get in the open market, rather 
than deposit it in warehouses and se- 
cure a loan of 6 cents a pound, less in- 
terest and other charges. However, 
the 6 cents advance its equivalent to a 
valuation on the staple of $ cents e 
pound.

TURKEY RUSHES 
INTO WORLD WAR. 


London, November 4.—Turkey has 
definitely broken off diplomatic rela- 
tions with Great Britain, France, Rus- 
sia and Servia. Her diplomatic repre- 
sentatives in the capftals of these coun- 
tries,“acting on orders from the porte, 
today demanded and received their 
passports. Some already have left, 
while others will depart tomorrow. 
Although no statement. to this effect 
has been given out, it is understood 
Turkey’s apology for the actions of 
her fleet in bombarding Russian Black 
sea seaports and Russian ships was 
unacceptable to the triple entente pow- 
ers in that Turkey was not prepared 
to accede to a demand that German 
officers in her service be dismissed and 
the ships purctiased from Germany dis- 
mantled. 

The powers which the Ottoman gov- 
ernment thus defied are already tak- 
ing warlike action against Turkey. 
The Bi have Port Aka- 
j} bah, in Arabia; the Russians have in- 
vaded Asia Minor and an Anglo-French 
fleet is bombarding thé forts ef the 
Dardanelles. 

Now that Turkey has aligned herself 
among the nations at war, speculation 
is rife as to what the other Balkan 
powers will do. Greece is said to be 
preparing to take sides with the al- 
lies, while Bulgaria has given assur- 
ances of her neutrality. Bulgaria, how- 
ever, is mobilizing, for, as a Bulgarian 
diplomat said, “with Turkey in the 
area of the war Bulgaria must be 
prepared for any eventualities.” 


WARSHIPS SHELL 
TURKISH FORTS. 


There has been a Tong distanct bom- 
bardment of the Dardanelles by a com- 
bined allied fleet. Athens reports that 
seventy shots were fired at the Turkish 
forts by the British ships, which took a 
prominent part in the action. The re- 
sult of the engagement is unknown, 
except that a huge pillar of smoke 
on shore indicated that some@of the 
shells must have found their ark. 

The Turkish .authorities, according 
to a Reuter’s Telegram company dis- 
patch from Constantinople via Sofia, 
have begun to seize the shipping ly- 
ing off Constantinople. The Porte 
also ordered the extinction of the 
light houses in the Mediterranean lit- 
toral. 

An Amsterdam dispatch to Reuter’s 
Telegram company says: 

“A Berlin telegram stated that rail- 
way communication between Servia 
and Bulgaria has been broken.” 

A dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram com- 
pany from Constantinople via Berlin 
asserts that the ministers of public 
works, marine and cammerce have re- 
signed. 

The Turkish cabinet resignations are 
undoubtedly due to dissensions which 
have arisen regarding the Black sea 
raid of the Turkish fleet, which pre- 
cipitated Turkey’s entrance into the 
European war.

Many Close Contests. 

Contests which’ were so close that 
they could not be definitely determin- 
ed at a late hour tonight were in two 

' @istricts in Colorado, one in New Jer- 
Bey, two in Kansas and one in North 
Carolina. 

In the sixth California district J. A. 
Elston, progressive, led George H. 
Derrick, republican, by a slight mar- 
gin. Democratic leaders claimed the 
election of H. H; Seldomridge and Ed- 
ward Keating in the second and third 

, Colorado districts. Representative 
William E. Tuttle, Jr., of the fifth 
New Jersey district, was in danger of 
losing his seat to John H. Capstick, 
republican, but his supporters claim- 
ed his election. Republicans claimed 
victory for W. A. Calderhead and John 
B. Dykes in the fifth and sixth Kan- 
Sas districts and for J. J. Britt in the 
tenth North Carolina district. 

Senatorial Fights. 

The senatorial fights in eight states 
~~Kansas, Colorado, California, Illinois, 
Utah, Wisconsin and South Dakota— 
attracted much attention, but the re- 
sults did not threaten democratic con- 
trol of the senate now held by a plu- 
rality of ten. 

Democratic national committee head- 
quarters advised President Wilson early 
today its dispatches showed the elec- 
tion of James D. Phelan, democrat, to 
the senate from California, and the re- 
@lection of Senators Shively and Thom- 
as, democrats, of Indiana and Colorado. 

The general melting away of the 
progressive vote throughout the coun- 
try was a source of jubilation to the 
republicans. The progressives lost 
nine of the nineteen seats which they 
hold in the present house on the face 
of the early. returns. These were 
gained by the republicans, who also 
won back many former “rock-ribbed” 
republican districts which fell to the 
democrats in the 1912 landslide. 

Victories in these districts brought 
back “Unele Joe” Cannon and several 
of his old associates in the house from 
lilinois. Former Representatives Mc- 
Kinley, Fuller, Rodenberg and Sterling 
will return to the places they occupied 
when “Uncie Joe” wielded the speaker's 
gavel. Connecticut, where the demo- 
crats lost all five districts, also return- 
ed two former members, Ebenezer J. 
Hill, one of the framers of the Payne 
tariff law, and John Q. Tilson. “Cy” 
Sulloway, of New Hampshire, also won 
back his seat that was wrested from 
him in 1912. Nicholas Longworth, 
another former republican member, 
won back his seat in the first Ohio dis- 
trict. 


London, November 4.—‘“The sound of 
cannon has been distinctly heard at 
Ghent,” telegraphs the Amsterdam cor- 
respondent of The Central News, “and 
there is every indication that the Ger- 
mans are retiring on the whole front 
from Bruges to Thielt, 15 miles south- 
east of Bruges.” 


WATER AND GUNS 
DRIVE GERMANS. 


London, November 4.-—Official 
ports of the fighting on land as issued 
today recorded only advances at va- 
rious points and repulses of the ene- 
my’s attacks at others. There is, in 
fact, no great change in the situation, 
according to these reports. It is defin- 
itely announced that the Germans have 
given up their positions along the 
Yser, having been driven out there by 
the flooded country and the gun fire of 
the allied troops and warships. 

The Germans, however, have kept up|}. 
their attacks on fhe allies’ lines around 
Ypres, where the British troops are 
fighting. Although there is evidence 
that the new main effort of Emperor 
William’s forces to break through at 
this point has not really commenced, 
the Germans continue to bring up re- 
inforcéments and, under the eyes of 
the emperor, aré preparing to make 
another big attempt to get through to 
the coast. 

Military men here say that the allies 
have just as good means Wor bringing 
|up reinforcements to their lines as 
have the Germans and express con- 
fidence that a new attack will prove 
as fruitless as previous ones. 

The Indian troops and the pick of 
the English territorial forces have dis- 
tinguished themselves in the fighting 
and come in for compliments from 
General French. 

Though the battle of the sand dumes 
may be over, it is not correct to say the 
German forces have been driven from 
the Belgian coast. They still hold Os- 
tend and they are concentrating huge 
forces in the vicinity of Ypres. It is 
there, in the opinion of military ob-, 
servers, that a renewed German strug- 
gle to break through the allied line| 
will center. 


Big German Force. 


From the coast to Lille, a compara- 
tively short battle line, the Germans 
have eleven army corps, roughly half 
a million men. The English papers 
point out today that this situation still 
is undecided and that it should not 
be assumed that the Germans yet have 
been decisively beaten in Belgium. 

That the allies have been throwing 
fresh forces into Belgium is indicated 
in today’s official account from the 
British front, which speaks of both 
forces from home and Indian troops in 
that area of hostilities, and adds: “Re- 
inforcements of every description have

What Pian Proposes. 

Under the plan as worked out by 
Mr. Harding and the other members of 
the federal reserve board, in conjunc- 
tion with Festus J. Wade and George 
Simmons, of St. Louis, and some New 
York bankers, the southern banks will 
contribute one-fourth of the loans made 
through them. This Will enable them 
to get $3 to loan to their customers 
on cotton for each $1 they are abile 
to advance themselves. The certifi- 
cates which™they and other banks in 
the north will receive from the cotton 
loan committee in exchange for their 
contributions to the fund may be used 
to secure emergency currency. 

This scheme places at the disposa 
of the cotton farmer a large additional 
volume of currency; it amply protects 
the banks which subscribe to the fund, 
guarantees them 6 per cent profit on 
their investment and may conceivably 
put wp the  pric6é of cotton a cent or 
two. 

The banks of St. Lowlis have raised 
$7,500,000 for the fund, and banks in 
Chicago, Philadelphia, Boston and New 
York are moving to get up their quota.] 
Richmond banks have subscribed 60 
per cent of the amount apportioned to 
that city. 

Some Bankers Misunoderstand. 

Some bankers seem to have misun- 
derstood the method which will be fol- 
lowed in retiring the two classes of 
certificates after the loan fund has ac- 
complished its purpose and is to be 
dissolved. One-half of the percentage 
of class certificates retired shall 
equal the amount of class B certifi- 
eates retired. This proportion of $2 
of class A to $1 of class B retired shall 
continue until the amount of both 
classes outstanding shall be equal. 
After that all sums distributed shall 
be divided pro rata among the certifi- 
cate holders. 

Thus, after 50 per cent of class A 
certificates have been paid off, there 
would be $50,000,000 certificates of class 
A still outstanding, and something like 
$25,000,000 of class B certificates. This 
percentage would be maintained until

WOMEN SUFFRAGISTS

Despite the prevailing impression 
that distress is being suffered severely 
on account of cotton conditions, At- 
lanta’s biggest cotton dealers yester- 
day made statements to the effect that 
trade in the fleecy staple has increased 
40 per cent In the last few days, and 
that within a fortnight it wlll be mov- 
ing along at a normal rate.

As fast as warehouse hands can han- 
dle the abundance of bales that are be- 
ing brought into the city daily, farm- 
ers fr6m all parts of Fulton county are 
disposing of their cotton to an encour- 
aging degree. Not only middling is be- 
ing .brought to market, but other 
grades. Since the frost ten days ago 
there has been continued dry weather, 
resulting in a vast improvement over 
the grades offered during the wet

The California proposed amendment 
would have prohibited the manufacture 
of wines, an important industry in 
the state. The severeness of the pro- 
posed law is given by _  anti-saloon 
lergue leaders as a possible reason for 
its defeat. 

California women probably aided in 
passing a law to close all resorts with 
women ‘inmates.

president to enforce by the ordinary | 
course of judicial proceedings the laws;

Western federal district and in the 
neighborheod of the towns of Hart- 
ford, Midland and Fort Smith, in said 
district. 

“And, whereas, for the purpose of en- 
forcing the faitnful execution of the

26 German guns and captured 800 pris- 
oners. 

The Japanese artillery is now at- 
tacking the German trenches and the 
wire entanglements before them. 

In a statement issued here today the 
department says it believes that the 
Germans at Tsing-Tau have sunk the 
Austrian cruiser Kaiserin Elizabeth, 
which took refuge in that narbor soon 
after Japan declared war on Germany.

BERMAN NAVY RAID 
“STIRRING BRITAIN 


The Kaiser’s Ships Dashed 

From Kiel to Within 12 
Miles of England’s East 
Coast. 


London, November ¢-—The German 
naval raid from the stronghold of Kiel 
to within 12 miles of England’s east 
coast and the possibility of the recur- 
rence of such performances any day 
or night held the foreground in Lon- 
don’s war news today. 

Four battleships and four cruisers 
is the latest estimate of the units 
which participated in the North sea 
episode, but no accurate information 
on the subject is available. It is as- 
sumed, however, that ample prepara- 
tions have been m&ade by tho British 
admiralty to meet any future raid. As 
it was, troops at Yarmouth with rifles 
and ball cartridges were stationed 
along the roads leading from thé shore 
to the town, ready for the remote con- | 
tingency of any Germans setting foot 
on English soil. 

Much satistaction is expressed that 
the cruiser Halcyon, by the clever 
seamanship or her commander, 
escaped from a tight corner prac- 
tically uninjured. The retiring Ger- 
man squadron dropped floating mines 
in its track and this delayed pursuit. | 
These tactics are exciting some criti- | 
cism here, but experts realize that the; 
mines in question were probably of a 
type recognized as legitimate by The'| 
Hague convention. 

British Submarine Sunk. 

Telegraphing from Yarmouth re-' 
garding the raid made by a German 
squadron in the North sea Tuesday the 
correspondent of The Times says: 

“The whole of the crew of submarine 
D-5, which was sunk by a mine drop- 
ped by a German cruiser, were lost 
except two officers and two men. Four 
emen were saved from the drifter Fra- 
ternal, which was also sunk, but six 
of her men were drowned. The mine 
drifter Copious-was also struck by a 
mine about the same time as the oth- 
ers and sunk. Only one member of 
her crew was saved and nine were 
drowned. 

“The fight was so close to the shore 
that some of the shells dropped with- 
in a mile of the beach, one exploding 
within a few hundred yards of the 
naval air station on the south side of 
Yarmouth. 

“It is believed here that the German 
raiding squadron intended to bombard 
the coast.”’

SUIT FOR HEARTBALM 
RESULTS IN MISTRIAL 


Miss Sue Ingraham, Atlanta 
Nurse, Wanted $40,000 From 
A. S. Richardson. 


Washington, Ga., November 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—With a jury evenly divided and 
no hope of a verdict, the breach of 
promise suit for $40,000 brought in 
Wilkes superior court by Miss Sue G. 
Ingraham, an Atlanta trained nurse, 
against A. S. Richardson, an aged and 
wealthy planter, was declared a mis- 
trial Wednesday afternoon. The jury 
was out two and one-half hours, 

Over 150 letters, some of them forty 
pages long, all burning with love, were 
introduced as evidence by Miss Ingra- 
ham, 

Attorneys for Miss Ingraham alleged 
that the defendant is worth at least 
$400,000, and she is asking for 10 per 
cent of his fortune for a broken heart. 

The story, which was told by the let- 
ters and the witnesses for the plaintiff 
is that when Mr. Richardson was ill 
in Atlanta Miss Ingraham was called to 
nurse him. Her tender care pulled him 
safely through the crisis, and when 
well he commenced to pay her marked 
attention.

The Scharnhorst, Gneisenau and Nurn-

It would seem like 
madness for these British ships to leave 
this haven of refuge and it is likely 
that they will be dismantled and in- 
terned unless. a superior British and 
Japanese fleet should make its appear- 
ance and go to their relief. 

Admiral von Spec, in his official re- 
port of battle, which took place late 
Sunday afternoon off the Chilean is- 
land of St. Maria, says the action lasted 
only an hour, being discontinued at 
nightfall when the British were forced 
to give way. 

“The Good Hope,” he says, “was so 
badly damaged that she was unable’ to 
resist and could only make her escape 
protected by the darkness. 

“The Monmouth, under identical con- 
ditions, tried to escape but was fol- 
lowed by a small cruiser and was sunk 
with a few shots. Owing to the hur- 
ricane that was blowing no boats could 
be lowered and consequently there was 
a terrible loss of life.” 

German Guns Superior. 

The German admiral, in noting the 
escape of the Glasgow and the Otranto, 
says it was due to their speed and 
the darkness. 

Details of the fight, picked up from 
informal conversations with German 
officers who came ashore from the war- 
ships, show that the Germans, owin 
to the superior range of the guns o 
the armored cruisers Scharnhorst and 
Gneisenau, opened fire when 6 miles 
away. 


As the ships closed in and the range 
came down to a distance of 4 miles the 
British ships were able to reply but by 
that time they were already seriously 
damaged. The Germans declare that 
the British fought heroically but that 
their artillery was ineffective against 
the superior weight of metal that the 
Germans were able to pour from the 
more modern guns of the armored 
cruisers. It is stated, however, that the 
light German cruisers pluckily closed 
in on the British and took part in the 
battle. One of them, it appears from 
the official report, gave the Monmouth 
her death blow as, crippled and in 
flames, she tried to escape. 

It is reported that a powerful Anglo- 
Japanese fleet is on its way to South 
Pacific waters. 

All British steamers in ports in this 
vicinity are remaining at anchor tem- 
porarily as the result of the naval bat- 
tle 
The Gneisenau and Scharnhorst were 
perforated in various parts by shells 
during the battle, but the injuries they 
sustained were of no consequence. 


NO WORD COMES 
OF BRITISH SHIPS. 


Santiago, Chile, November 4.—No 
word eame today from the’ British 
ships that engaged the German squad- 
ron off Coronel Sunday, and the Brit- 
ish side of the story is yet to be told. 

According to German accounts their 
armored cruisers Scharnhorst and 
Gneisenau and light cruiers Nurnburg, 
Liepzig and Bremen escaped unscathed, 
while the British cruiser Monmouth 
was sunk, the cruiser Good Hope put 
out of action and the cruiser Glasgow 
with the transport Otranto sent scur- 
rying for shelter in the neutral port of 
Talcahuano, where they are bottled up 
by the Leipzig and Bremen. 

It is certain the Scharnhorst, Gneise- 
nau and Nurnburg arrived safely at 
Vahparaiso, though somewhat the 
worse for their encounter with the 
Britishers.

The following dispatch was received 
last mgght from San Antonio: 


San Antonio, Texas, November 4.— 
Efforts of Marshall Nelms and Atlanta 
officers to extradite Victor E. Innes 
and wife, held in the county jail here 
on indictments charging them with the 
murder of Elois and Beatrice Nelms, 
were frustrated at 5:15 o’clock this 
afternoon when Judge Anderson, of 
the thirty-seventh district court, issued 
upon the application of R. H. Ward, at- 
torney for the Inneses, a writ of in- 
junction restraining such action. 

The writ granted by the court en- 
joins Sheriff Tobin from delivering 
over the prisoners to any Atlanta of- 
ficers, and prohibits their transporta- 
tion from here to Atlanta or any other 
point. 

The state statute here provides that 
the issuance of a governor’s requisition 
is null and void in a case where the 
state law and rights have not been com- 
plied with and Judge Ward set up this 
contention, with which the court coin- 
cided.

“Vive la France,” at the close of the war, 
is the capital of Lorraine and has been lo- 
cated under the scrimmage of almost every 
first-class European war. It is a quaint town 
of 60,000 people, and was there when history 
rolled up its sleeves and began the job of 
writing up Europe. Sixty thousand people 
is not much of a population to accumulate 
in two thousand years, but when it is con-

knock off work every few years and dodge 
cannon balls and other unhealthful missiles

1870, however, the Prussian army encounter- 
ed 150,000 French in the vicihity of Metz 
and after a few days drové them ‘into ‘the 
city, and then sat down around it. 

This was too much fot Metz. It 
Keep off the foe, but it eould not feed its 
defenders. At the end of two months horse 
meat could only be afforded by the aristoc- 
racy, and Metz surrendered. 

Since 1870 Metz has been a great German 
fort, and its principal occupation has been to 
take care of its garrison of 25,004 men. It 
manufactures beer, shoes, guns and artifi- 
cial flowers, and entertains many tourists 
who come to see its great cathedral, the old 
gates in the city walls. and the medieval 
streets lined with houses which have been 
weak in the Knees for the last three hundred 
years. It is completely Surrounded with 
huge German forts, andthe easiest: way to 
get into chronic and very serious trouble, 
even in times of peace, is to wander out 
to one of these forts and take a shot at it— 
not with a gun, but a camera. 

Metz is now almost entirely German, and 
its French inhabitants have to go down 
cellar behind the woodpile in order to shrug

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NO UNITED STATES GOLD 


British Treasury Agents Say 
American Debts Will Be Ad- 
justed Through Trade. 


Washington, November 4.—Sir George 
Paish and Basil B. Blackett, of the 
English treasury, practically have end- 
ed their mission in America, and as a 
consequence of their conferences with 
the federal reserve board and New 
York bankers it was indicated tonight 
that no further steps need be taken 
for the present to arrange for 
ments of American gold to Europe. 

The conferences have brought the 
conviction that the matter of Ameri- 
can debts abroad will be adjusted 
through the natural avenues of trade 
and through the special machinery al- 
ready set up. 

The $160,000,000, gold pool, the New 
York city syndicate and American crops 
are expected to take care of the pres- 
ent American indebtedness. 

No Short Term Notes, 

It is said Sir George agreed that no 
issue of short term notes will be nec- 
essary to match the balahce in favor 
of England which the gold pool and 
the New York syndicate will leave. Re- 
vived trade, American officials believe, 
soon will eat up the outstanding 
amounts. If the same view is taken 
by the British treasury, American 
banks will not be drained of their gold 
at the time when they are about to 
shift their reserves to federal reserve 
banks. 

Only one matter remains to be adjust- 
ed. There still is fear that 
London stock exchange opens for bus- 
iness thousands of shares of American 
securities will be put on the market 
at bargain prices bound to attract 
American investors. Such a dumping 
of American stocks would send the 


the ledger and lead to conditions under 
which England might feel she must 
ask for cash. 

That phase of the problem has been 
given much thought. It has become 
apparent that the English government 
intends to allow the re-opening of the 
London Exchange in the near future. 
What precautionary measures it will 
be willing to take have not been re- 
vealed. tt was suggested that Co- 
operation of American bankers would 
tend to make it hard for prospective 
buyers of American stocks abroad to 
zet loans here. The banks of the 
country and the federal reserve board 
have worked in close harmony 
the war began and there has been a 
marked inclination on the part of 
bankers to get the ear of the board 
before undertaking any vital step. That 
hankers might be willing to respect 
the board’s wishes in the matter of 
loans of this character would not be 
surprising news to officials here.

tal of $11,396.59 and Seven | 


Bales of Cotton — Work 
Will Be Continued Today. 


The business districts of Atlanta 
were combed Wednesday by twenty- 
two committees of business men in an 
effort to raise $20,000 to resinstate the 
Associated Charities of Atlanta, ena- 
bling them to continue their charitable 
work among the poor and needy 
through the winter months, and calcu- 
lated to re-establish the charity insti- 
tution on a permanent business basis. 

While it was the aim of the central 
committee, which is headed by Asa G, 
Candler and J. M. B. Hoxsey, to have 
raised $20,000 in one day, Wednesday's 
canvass brought only a little over half 
of the amount desired—$11,396.50 was 
raised, and seven bales of cotton were 
contributed. 

There are six committees yet to be 
heard from, these committees failing to 
report last night, and a number of com- 
mittes which have already reported ex- 
pect to report additional subscriptions. 

The committeemen, numbering about 
forty, began their work shortly before 10 
o clock from the Chamber of Commerce 
building, where they first listened to 
enthusiastic speeches from Mr. Candler 
and Mr. Hoxsey. 

Paxon Makes Record. 

Colonel F. J. Paxon’s. committee 
established a record for canvassing in 
this city, reporting in one hour’s time 
after his committee left the meeting 
place, with $814 of subscriptions, after 
having thoroughly canvassed the ter- 
ritory assigned to the committee—the 
Trust Company of Georgia building. 

Mr. Hoxsey, who had charge of re- 
ports from the committee, said last 
night: 

“With the committees yet to be 
heard from, and the mail campaign 
which is to follow. and the seven bales 
of cotton contributed, the prospect of 
securing the $20,900 needed is most en- 
coureging, although vet by any 
mearrs certain. 

“It is a gratifying fact that while

As Lincoln remarked to a certain young 
man who was going to go over to another 
town to make an \ honest living, ‘You 
ought to succeed, as you will have no com- 
petition,’’ and a party who will make a 
contract with the people and then live up 
to it, and do a little better if possible, 
will not have a great deal of competition 
and ought to succeed.

TENANTS TURNED OUT. | 
Distress Warrant Is Served on 


the Carrollton Apartments. 


More than a hundred homeless ten- 
ants—many of them girls and women 
—were forced upon the streets with 
their belongings late Tuesday after- 
noon and night when a distress war- 
rant was served upon the Carrollton 
apartments, a row of three-story flats 
on Carnegie Way near the _ Ilibrary.

Heinze’s Sensational Career. 


New York, November 4.—Fritz Au- 
gustus Heinze, who died tonight at 
Saratoga, had a sensational career in 
the financial world. After acquiring 
millions through mining in the west 
he came to New York and became in- 
terested in other ventures, .most of 
which were unsucé¢essful. 

For several years Mr. Heinze had 
been involved in litigation almost con- 
and his associates said that 
he had lost a large part of his fortune. 

From the time he was’ graduated 
from Columbia School of Mines in 1889, 
until his death, he was identified with 
mining operations. His interests were 
especially large in Montana and Brit- 
ish Columbia. In Montana he was at 
one time a power in politics. 

After coming to New York in 1906 
Heinze became president of the Mercan- 
tile bank in 1907 and was soon beset 
by business troubles. Loans made 
during the panic of 1907 which the 
government asserted went to help his 
brothers Otto and Arthur resulted in 
his indictment on the charge of misap- 
plying $2,235,000 of the bank’s funds. 
The case against him eventually was 
dismissed. 

Heinze was*born in Brooklyn and 
was 44 years old.
